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Soil  and  Groundwater  Cleaning  at  R>rmer  Schlage  Site 


Current  work  to  clean  up  con- 
Liniination  in  the  groundwater  at 
the  brmer  Schlage  Ixxk  site  along 
Bayshore  Boulevard  will  continue 
lo  late  September,  according  to  a 
work  notice  issued  in  August  by 
the  Department  of  Toxic  Substaces 
ContTX)l(EnSQ. 

Previous  investigations  for  the 
property  now  located  at  2401 
and  2553  Bayshore  Blvd.  have 
determined  the  presence  of  met- 
als in  soil,  and  volatile  organic 
compounds  (VOCs)  in  soil  and 
groundwater  beneath  the  site  as 
a  result  of  past  manufacturing 
activities. 

D  ISC  approved  a  Remedial  Ac- 
tion Plan  (RAP)  on  Nov.  16, 2009 
to  clean  up  the  soil  and  ground- 
water at  the  site. 

Work  to  clean  up  the'contami- 
nation  in  the  groundwater  began 
in  January  of  this  year  when  ed- 
ible vegetable  oil  (EVO)  witli  st> 
dium  lactate  was  injected  into  the 
groundwater.  This  food  grade 
substance  causes  the  VOCs  in 
groundwater  lo  break  down  into 
a  non-harmful  substance. 
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Ed/ble  vegetable  oil  is  being  used  to  dean  up  the  fanner  Schlage  Lock  site. 


A  new  series  of  injections  began 
on  August  16  and  should  be  com- 
pleted during  September.  All  work 
is  being  conducted  between  7  a.m. 
and  6  p.m.  Monday  tlirough  Friday 

Work  activities  include; 
'Injections  of  BVO  into  ground- 
water. About  iO  to  20  injections 
are  being  done  each  day  with  a 


total  of  about  310  injections  to 
be  completed  during  a  one 
month  period. 

"The  EVO  is  being  injected 
usingdirect-push  borings.  Ihis 
method  dwsn'l  create  dust  and 
wn't  disturb  soil  because  the 
steel  injection  rods  are  pushed 
into  the  ground.

'Neighborhood  Schools  and  Ex- 
pansion of  CCSF  Programs:  "As  a 
retired  teacher  from  both  City 
Colllege  of  San  Francisco  (CCSF) 
and  SFUSD  of  over  30  years,  I  am 
sensitive  of  the  many  needs  of  our 
children,  youth  and  their  families. 
1  will  fight  for  quality  programs  in 
our  neighborhood  schools." 

•Muni:  "Many  of  our  residents 
rely  on  public  transportation  in 
their  every  day  lives.  I  will  work 
with  other  board  of  supervisors 
to  vote  against  fare  raises  and  ser- 
vice cuts." 

When  Mariene  first  moved  to 
Visitacion  Valley  more  than  20 
years  ago,  many  neighbors 
asked  her  to  organize  monthly 
safety  meetings  to  address  the 
rampant  criminal  activities 
they  encountered. 

"I  was  so  concerned  about  neigh- 
borhood safety  that  I  offered,  for 
free,  the  use  of  part  of  my  building 
as  the  first  One-Stop  on  Leland 
Avenue  to  then  Captain  Bruce  and 
his  officers  to  readily  patrol  our 
streets,"  she  said. 

Besides  frequent  publicity  re- 
ceived from  other  media  for  her 
extensive  grassroots  work,  in 
1 995  her  picture  got  front  page  ex- 
posure from  theCrapevine  for  her 
spearheading  the  efforts  to  expand 
the  ESL/Qtizenship  classes  at  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Community 
Center  (VVCC). 

"Recently  during  one  of  my  radio 
campaign  interviews,  I  was  so  grate 


Kil  thai  these  former  students 
called  in  to  support  me  and  they 
attributed  their  American  citi- 
zenship to  our  classes.  Gradually, 
tliat  program  became  so  success- 
ful that  some  of  the  classes  at 
VVCC  became  overcrowded.  So, 
I  also  offered  my  building  to 
house  two  CCSF  classes.  I  hap- 
fX'ned  to  recognize  the  Tai  Chi 
skills  of  one  of  my  students,  Mas- 
terHE, Xiat>-IX>ngso  Ihelpedher 
contact  the  old  Beacon  Center 
where  she  became  very  success- 
ful and  taught  hundreds  of  her 
shjdents  for  the  next  eight  years." 

While  serving  as  a  Board  of  Di- 
rector at  VVCC,  some  seniors 
frequently  communicated  with 
Mariene  in  Cantonese,  Manda- 
rin, Taishanese  or  Vietnemese 
about  their  many  needs,  while 
others  asked  for  some  recre- 
ational programs.  She  con- 
veyed their  requests  to  set  up 
the  small  room  for  the  devoted 
Mah  Jongg  players.

"Since  Visitacion  Valley  is  my 
extended  home  for  over  20 
years,  I  also  have  devoted  a  lot 
of  time  on  grassroots  commu- 
nity work  beside  my  full-time 
teaching  at  SFUSD  and  part- 
time  teaching  for  CCSF  at  at  ou  r 
community  center. 

"1  feel  very  energized  to  work 
with  many  community  leaders 
for  the  beautification  of  Leland 
Avenue,  our  nice  Clubhouse,  im- 
pressive Greenways,  improved 
McLaren  Park  and  for  our  up- 
coming modem  Leland  Library 
I  will  work  with  our  community 
leaders  to  provide  more  ser\'ices 
and  resources  for  our  residents 
and  to  transform  our  commu- 
nities into  a  vibrant  District  10.

Soil  Excavation  and  PCS  Construction 
Continuing  at  PG&E  Martin  Center 


Soil  excavation  work  and  the 
construction  of  a  personal  commu- 
nications service  (PCS)  facility 
commenced  August  8  at  the  PG&E 
Martin  Ser\'ice  Center  ilocated  ad- 
jacent  to  Geneva  Avenue  abd 
Schwerin  Street  in  Daly  City 

1  he  Site  was  a  former  manufac- 
tured gas  plant  site  that  operated 
from  1905  lo  1916.  Waste  from  the 
former  plant,  comprised  of  poly- 
cyclic  aromatic  hydrocarbons 
(PAHs)  was  dispersed  across  por- 
tions of  the  Site. 

PAHs  are  chemical  compounds 
formed  when  organic  material 
such  as  oil,  fuel,  or  even  food  are 
not  completely  burned. 

In  2002,  DTSC  approved  a  deed 
restriction  that  requires  DTSC's 
permission  prior  to  any  soil  dis- 
turbance on  the  site. 

Recent  work  was  conducted  on 
the  Brisbane  Annex  portion  of  the 
PG&E  property  near  the  intersec- 
tion of  Linda  Vista  and  Main  Street 

The  work  is  divided  into  two 
major  phases:  soil  removal  activi- 
ties and  constniction  of  a  Personal 
Communications  Service  (PCS) 
facility. 

The  Department  of  Toxic  Sub- 
stances Control  (DTSC)  is  super- 
vising the  soil  removal  activities 
while  T-Mobile  is  supervising  the 
PCS  construction  activities. 

Soil  removal  activihes  include: 
*Soil  excavation  and  digging  of 
trenches; 


'Construction  of  a  17-  by  17-foot 
slab  on  grade  foundation  and  con- 
crete slab; 

'Approximately  80  cubic  yards 
of  soil  excavated; 

'All  disturbed  areas  will  be 
capped  with  an  asphalt  chip  seal; 

"All  excavated  soils  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  excavahon  area  or 
placed  in  a  nearby  low  spot  in  the 
cap,  following  installation  of  ca- 
bling for  the  PCS; 

*Dust  control  activities  will  oc- 
cT.ir  during  all  excavation  and  soil 
removal  activities  to  minimize  the 
impact  of  construction  for  sur- 
rounding properties. 

PCS  facility  construction  activi- 
ties include: 

'Establishment  of  a  17-  by  17-foot 
lease  a  rea  within  an  overhead  elec- 
trical transmission  corridor. 

"Surrounding  the  proposed 
ground  lease  area  within  a  6-fool 
wooden  fence  enclosure; 

"Replacing  an  existing  8-foot 
transmission  tower  "top  hat"  ex- 
tension with  a  new  12-foot  "top 
hat"  extension; 

•Attaching  up  to  8  antennas  to 
the  proposed  12-foot  extension; 

"Relocating  the  existing  antennas 
to  the  new  extension  beneath  the 
proposed  T-Mobile  antennas;  con- 
necting the  proposed  ground  lease 
area  to  electrical  and  telephone 
vaults;  and  electrical  transmission 
lower  via  a  series  of  horizontal 
and  vertical  connecting  cabling. 


S.F.  Waste  Diversion  Rate  Sets  Record 

Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  an- 
nounced August  27  that  San  Fran- 
cisco achieved  77  percent  landfill 
diversion  rates,  surpassing  the 
goal  of  75  percent  landfill  diver- 
sion by  2010  and  setting  riational 
recycling  rale  records,  the  high- 
est of  any  city  in  the  United  Stales. 

New  statistics  show  that  the  Gty 
is  up  from  72  percent  landfill  diver- 
sion from  the  year  before. 

The  figures  compiled  by  the 
City's  Environment  Department 
for  2(X)8  show  that  San  Francisco 
diverted  just  over  1.6  million  tons 
of  material  through  recycling, 
composting  and  re-use  Of  this 


only  560,000  tons  went  to  landfill, 
the  lowest  disposal  on  record. 

Data  collected  since  the  Manda- 
tory Recycling  and  Composting 
Ordinance  went  into  effect  last  Oc- 
tober indicates  that  the  trend  of  in- 
creased diversion,  coupled  with 
dramatically  reduced  landfill,  puts 
San  Francisco  at  the  forefront  of  en- 
vironmental stewardship. 

Leading  by  example,  composting 
has  increased  by  45  percent,  and 
the  City  is  now  sending  nearly  600 
Ions  of  food  scraps,  soiled  paper, 
and  yard  trimmings  to  Recolog/s 
compost  facilities  each  day,  up 
from  400  tons  a  year  ago.

Park  Post  Pranks

As  many  of  you  know  who  read  these  notes,  and  hundreds  of 
others  who  don't,  there  is  a  serious  issue  in  the  neighborhood 
about  a  proposal  to  install  a  disc  golf  course" in  McLaren  Park.  The 
proponents  say  the  sport  would  bring  many  people  to  what  they 
call  an  under-used  park,  and  that  the  golfers  would  take 
responsibility  for  maintenance  and  dean-up  of  the  ar^a  they  use. 
They  also  say  that  the  sport  would  not  interfere  with  the  more 
pedestrian  uses  that  so  many  people  enjoy. 

Opponents  say  that  the  sport  is  detrimental  to  the  environment 
by  scarring  trees  and  breaking  foliage,  would  destroy  wildlife 
habitat  and  cause  erosion,  and  pose  a  danger  to  people  walking  the 
trails  that  would  becrossed  by  the  course.  For  a  map  of  the  proposed 
course  and  more  information,  visit  www.savemclarenpark.org. 

With  the  map  in  hand  you  can  follow  the  paths  where  the 
proposed  course  would  be  built.  Now  comes  the  fun  part.  To 
protect  the  innocent  or  the  guilty,  depending  on  your  point  of 
view.  Identities  are  denoted  with  a  letter. 

X  is  an  opponent  to  disc  golf  who  installed  neatly  painted  wooden 
posts  that  mark  the  tees  and  baskets  of  the  game.  The  posts  were 
bright  orange,  marked  on  one  side  with  the  tee  number  and  on 
the  other  a  stenciled  message:  NO  DISC  GOLF.  Within  a  week  or 
so,  most  of  these  posts  disappeared,  apparently  taken  away  by  Y. 
X  replaced  the  wood  stakes  with  wood  stakes  bolted  to  steel  l- 
bars.  Y  (who  must  be  a  very  strong  and/or  heavy  person)  managed 
to  bend  one  of  the  steel  bars  to  the  ground  X  straighienod  the  steel 
and  then  strapped  that  post  to  a  dead  tree.

VifiitELcion  Valley  History  Project 
Burgle  Belongs 

by  Beth/  PnrMI 

"Burgie  Belongs"  is  the  title  of  an  essay  found  mixed  in  with 
documents  and  pictures  from  the  1920s  Visitacion  Valley 
Community'  Center's  collection  of  historical  material. 

Whoever  wrote  it  didn't  bother  to  include  his  or  her  name,  so  if  any 
of  our  readers  happen  to  recognize  it  we'd  be  very  grateful  to  hear 
from  you. 

"Over  one  hundred  years  ago  a  historian  familiar  with  the  scene  in 
southeastern  San  Francisco  said  'from  1833  to  1 850  may  be  set  down 
as  the  golden  age  Not  until  then  did  the  rancheros  become  general. 
The  missions  were  breaking  up,  the  Presidios  were  deserted,  the 
population  disf>ersed  and  the  land  could  be  had  for  the  asking. 

"It  was  true!  The  country  was  lovely,  the  climate  delightful;  the 
valleys  were  filled  with  horses  and  cattle;  wants  were  few,  TTiere 
was  meat  for  the  pot  and  wine  for  the  cup,  and  wild  game  in 
abundance, 

"It  seemed  in  those  early  years  that  Visitacion  Valley  might  be  the 
promised  land  for  the  big-name  brewers  of  San  Francisco,  their 
stockholders  and  friends.  Five  streets  bear  the  names  of  pioneer 
brewers,  which  include  Spreckels,  Mangels,  Gundlach,  Schiller  and 
Wieland- 

The  first  sub-division  by  the  Visitacion  Homestead  Association  in 
1868  sold  considerable  property  to  these  early  pioneers.  Among 
them  were  Frank  A,  Lux,  Claus  Mangels,  Jacob  Gundlach,  Jacob 
Claassen,  Frank  Schnitzer,  Frank  Bckenroth,  John  Christ,  Hotaling, 
Ulrich  Remensberger,  Herman  Nehring,  E.  Schnutenhaus,  John 
Oppel  and  Fritz  Schweizer.  At  this  late  date  it  is  difficult  to 
understand  the  reasoning  behind  the  purchase  of  Valley  property 
by  so  many  people 

"One  family  thought  it  was  the  circulation  of  a  rumor  that  the 
southern  Pacific  contemplated  building  a  tunnel  through  the 
Western  Hills  (Geneva)  from  Colma  to  enter  San  Francisco;  others 
say  the  well-water  in  Visitacion  was  of  excellent  quality  for  brewers' 
use;  and  another  reason,  Ralston  had  made  known  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Co,'s  plan  to  run  an  additional  line  into  San  Francisco  through 
the  Valley 

"In  18%  Frank  Schnitzer,  John  Hasselwander  and  C.  Haeble, 
opened  the  Mission  Brewery  on  Desmond  Street  near  Visitacion 
Avenue,  It  was  a  small  brewery  of  the  family  type,  common  in 
Europe  for  hundreds  of  years.  It  was  designed  to  supply  little  more 
than  local  needs.  Its  product  vvas  the  popular  Mission  Steam  Beer 
of  the  times, 

"Frank  Schnitzer  made  many  friends  along  the  San  Bruno  Toll 
Road  and  picked  up  most  of  the  beer  accounts.  The  little  brewery 
operated  for  over  eight  years,  then  Schnitzer  closed  the  business 
and  moved  his  equipment  to  the  Milwaukee  Brewery  of  San 
Francisco,  now  Burgermeister,  and  associated  himself  with 
William  Garms  and  Frederick  Lurmann,  two  outstanding 
names  in  the  brewing  industry.  The  firm  made  a  good  product 
and  prospered  steadily  until  the  San  Francisco  disaster  in  1906 
when  it  was  wiped  out. 

"No  time  was  lost  in  rebuilding  the  business.  All  of  this  historic 
background  may  be  the  reason  that  'Burgie',  or  if  you  prefer, 
Burgermeister  Beer,  of  the  San  Francisco  Brewing  Company,  is  the 
best  selling  beer  in  southeastern  San  Francisco,  and  that  genuinely 
'Burgie  Belongs'.  'A  Truly  Firre  pale  Beer.'" 

(In  the  19lh  century  "steam  beer"  was  a  nickname  for  local  beers 
that  were  fermented  with  lager  yeast,  at  ale  yeast  temperature, 
producing  beers  with  ale-like  character.  It  may  also  have  been 
common  practice  to  "top  off"  kegs  of  beer  with  beer  that  had  not 
finished  its  first  fermentation.  The  result  was  an  in-keg 
fermentahon  that  produced  high  levels  of  natural  carbonation. 
With  no  refrigeration  to  control  this  fermentation  a  freshly  tapped 
keg  would  produce  copious  amounts  of  foam  or  "steam.)

-Smira':  Manmi  Woods 

1  large  sweet  potato,  unpeeled; 
^/i  cup,  plus  1  tablespoon,  sugar; 
1  teaspoon  vanilla  extract;  2  cups 
heavy  cream;  '/^  vanilla  bean, 
split;  4  egg  yolks;  Caramelized 
Topping;  V2  cup  white  sugar,  1 
tablespoon  dark-brown  sugar 

Preheat  oven  to  350o  F,  Bake 
sweet  potatoes,  with  the  skin  on, 
for  about  45  minutes,  or  unhl  soft. 
Reduce  oven  to  325°  F. 

Cool  potato  slightly  and  peel. 
Place  sweet  potato  in  bowl  of  elec- 
tric mixer  Add  I  tablespoon  of 
sugar  and  the  vanilla  extract.  Mix 
until  smooth.  Divide  mixture 
evenly  among  six  4-ounce  oven- 
proof ramekins  — single-serving 
ceramic  or  glass  dishes— spread- 
ing sweet  potato  in  the  bottoms. 
Layer  should  be  about  '/t  inch 
deep.  Set  aside. 

Heat  cream,  remaining  sugar 
and  vanilla  bean  in  a  saucepan 
over  medium-low  heal  until  hot. 
Do  not  boil.  Let  cool  slightly,  then 
quickly  whisk  in  egg  yolks.  Re- 
move vanilla  bean.  Ladle  cream 
mix  hi  re  intoeach  dish  over  sweet 
potato.  Bake  for  1  hour  Remove 
from  oven  and  refrigerate  until 
chilled  through. 

For  the  topping,  stir  together 
white  and  dark-brown  sugars. 
Sprinkle  over  top  of  each  chilled 
dessert,  covering  surface  com- 
pletely with  a  thin  layer  Place 
under  broiler  for  30  seconds  or 
until  sugar  has  just  melted  Watch 
closely  to  prevent  the  sugars  from 
burning.  Remove  from  oven  and 
let  cool  until  the  sugar  topping  has 
hardened.

Locally  Produced  Food 

IX\ir  luirtlilalk:  I  know  IhM  local 
food  has  health  and  environmental 
benefits,  but  my  local  grocer  only 
carries  a  few  items.  Is  there  a  push 
for  bigger  supermarkets  to  carry 
locally  productti  food?  -Maria  Fine, 
Somerville,  MA 

By  eating  locally  sourced  foods, 
we  strengthen  the  bond  between 
local  farmers  and  our  communi- 
'  ties,  stay  connected  to  the  seasons 
in  our  part  of  the  world,  promote 
crop  diversity,  and  minimize  the 
energy  intensive,  greenhouse-gas- 
emitting  transportation  of  food 
from  one  part  of  the  world  to  an- 
other. Also,  since  local  crops  are 
usually  harvested  at  their  peak  of 
freshness  and  typically  delivered 
to  stores  within  a  day,  customers 
can  be  sure  they  are  getting  the 
tastiest  and  most  nutritious  forms 
of  the  foods  they  like. 

Luckily  for  consumers  and  the  en- 
vironment, local  produce  and  other 
foods  are  now  more  widely  avail- 
able than  they  have  been  for  de- 
cades The  first  national  grocery 
chain  to  prioritize  local  producers, 
perhaps  not  surprisingly  was  natu- 
ral foods  retailer  Whole  Foods, 
which  was  buying  from  local  farm- 
ers and  ranchers  sincv  it  opened  its 
first  store  in  1980  in  Austin,  Texas. 
Today  each  of  the  company's  270- 
plus  stores  in  38  U.S.  states  priori- 
tises local  sourcing— so  much  so 
that  its  customers  take  it  for 
granted.  Whole  Foods'  relation- 
ships and  distribution  arrange- 
ments with  local  producers  serve 
as  models  for  the  leading  national 
grocery  chains,  many  of  which  are 
beginning  to  source  some  produce 
locally  when  the  season  is  right. 

Some  are  taking  more  initiative 
tlian  others.  Perhaps  most  notable 
is  Walmart.  Back  in  2008  the  com- 
pany committed  to  sourcing  more 
local  fruits  and  vegetables  to  keep 
produce  prices  down  and  provide 
affordable,  fresh  and  healthy 
choices.  Todav  more  than  2.800 


Walmari  Superoenters  and  Neigh- 
borhtxxi  Markets  across  the  coun- 
try rely  on  a  diverse  network  ot 
small  local  growers  to  provide  pro- 
duce—making  Sam  Walton's  aim- 
pany  the  nabon's  largest  purchaser 
of  local  produce.  During  summer 
months,  at  least  onefifth  of  the  pro- 
duce available  in  Walmart  stores  is 
grown  within  tlie  same  state  as  tlie 
given  store. 

The  company's  Heritage  Agriail- 
ture  program  encourages  farms 
within  a  day's  drive  of  one  of  its 
warehouses  to  grow  aops  that  the 
company  would  otherwise  have  to 
source  from  so  far  away  that  fresh- 
ness would  be  jeopardized  and  the 
fuel  burned  and  ga-enhouse  gases 
emitted  in  the  process  would  be 
substantial.  While  the  Heritage  pro 
gram  airrently  accounts  for  only 
four  to  six  percent  of  the  compan/ s 
total  domestic  produce  sales,  the 
company  is  aiming  for  20  percent 
within  the  next  few  years. 

Other  big  grtxvrychainsaren't  far 
behind.  Safeway  one  of  the  top  three 
grocery  chains  in  thecounhy  prides 
themselves  on  local  sourcing,  get- 
ting nearly  a  tliird  of  its  produce 
nationwide  from  local/regional 
growers.  In  heavy  agricultural  re- 
gions like  California,  the  figure  can 
be  as  higli  as  45  percent.  The  com- 
pany has  also  made  a  big  push  into 
organic  products,  just  like  its  big- 
gest competitor,  Walmart. 

If  the  chain  grocer  near  you 
doesn't  do  a  good  job  stocking  lo- 
cally sourced  food,  there  are  alter- 
natives. Community  Supported 
Agriculture  programs,  in  which 
consumers  "subscribe"  to  the  pro- 
duce of  a  given  farm  by  paying 
monthly  dues  that  entitles  them  to 
a  box  of  fresh  produce  every  week, 
are  more  popular  than  ever,  as  are 
local  farmers'  markets,  food  co-ops 
and  independent  natural  foods 
markets.  To  find  local  food  near 
you,  visit  the  Local  Harvest,  which 
lists  organic  food  sources  by  zip 
code  and  offers  a  wea  I th  of  resou  rces 
for  those  looking  to  learn  more 
about  where  their  food  comes  from 
and  how  it  is  prtxluced. 


Taking  the 
Hunger  Challenge

School  is  back  in  session  and  with 
it  the  lunchtime  politics  of  the 
school  yard.  Who  will  h-ade  a  sand- 
wich for  a  cupcake,  who  gets  to  sit 
at  the  "cool"  table,  who  gets  to  take 
thecarout  for  food.  However,  there 
is  a  quieter  shTJggle  going  on  over 
lunch  for  the  thousands  of  children 
in  California  who  depend  on 
school-subsidizes  lunches,  and 
whose  families  depend  on  govern- 
ment food  stamps.  In  San  Francisco 
alone,  the  number  of  families  who 
apply  for  food  stamps  has  gone  up 
55  percent  in  the  pat  17  months. 
The  San  Frandsco  Food  Bank  esti- 
mates that  fully  one-quarter  of  chil- 
dren and  seniors  and  one-fifth  of 
adults  in  the  city  live  with  food  in- 
security. As  the  Assemblywoman 
for  San  Francisco,  1  am  standing 
up  against  hunger  for  families  and 
children. 

Sadly  despite  the  growing  num- 
ber of  Americans  relying  on  food 
stamps  in  this  tough  economy  the 
United  States  Senate  has  voted  to 
reduce  food  stamp  spending  by 
$6.7  billion.  American  families  are 
facing  a  crisis  of  being  able  to  feed 
their  children,  and  this  cut  will  only 
make  the  situation  worse  In  order 
to  bring  awareness  of  this  issue  to 
the  fore,  I  am  once  again  taking  up 
the  San  Francisco  Focxi  Bank's  Hun- 
ger Challenge.  The  Challenge  is  to 
five  on  the  same  fotxl  stamp  ben- 
efits that  needy  Californians  re- 
ceive -  $4  a  day,  or  $28  a  week,  for 
all  my  food  and  drink.  Thisisactu- 
ally  $1  a  day  more  than  last  year, 
when  challengers  had  to  survive 
on  only  $3  a  day.  This  is  difficult 
enough  to  do  for  a  week  -  imagine 
having  to  do  it  for  years.

Gosing  Pension  Loophole 
Is  No  Easy  Task 

A  Moraga  Orinda  Fire  District 
Chief  legally  spiked  his  pension  by 
selling  back  years  of  accumulated 
vacation  daysjumping  his  final  a)m- 
pensation  from  $185,000  to  a  whop- 
ping $241,000. 

A  Chief  of  the  San  Ramon  Val- 
ley Fire  Protection  District  in- 
creased his  annual  pension  from 
$221,000  to  $284,000  by  cashing 
out  unused  sick  leave,  adminis- 
trative leave,  and  vacation  leave- 
Cases  like  these  have  tamislied  the 
public's  trust  and  have  cast  a  shadow 
on  an  important  benefit  for  our  state 
and  local  public  servants. 

When  pensions  were  first  created, 
abuse  was  not  anticipated.  Certain 
loopholes  have  allowed  for  indi- 
viduals to  abuse  a  system  that  is 
meant  to  provide  some  financial  se- 
curity for  our  nurses,  teachers,  pcv- 
lice  officers,  and  firefighters  Many 
don't  know  that  more  than  99  per- 
cent of  all  public  employees  make 
less  than  $100,000  per  year.  Pen- 
sions provide  an  incentive  to  do  the 
challenging  work  that  does  not  pay 
at  "private  sector  salaries."  These 
pensions  in  most  cases  are  very 
modest.  In  fact,  the  average  state 
employee  pension  is  $2,100  a 
month  and  78  percent  of  all  retir- 
ees earn  less  than  $36,000  a  year. 
However,  abuse  has  occurred  and 
many  cases  have  involved  top  level 
city  and  government  managers.

Idec3ded  tfiatenou^  wasenough. 
1  introduced  Assembly  Bill  1987  to 
eliminate  abuses.  Navigating  the 
mine  field  of  California's  pension  sys- 
tem has  not  been  an  easy  task,  but 
after  6  months  of  hearings  and  nu- 
merous sets  of  amendments,  the  fi- 
nal product  will  enact  real  reforms. 

Were  AB  1987  in  place  before  to- 
day the  cities  of  Orinda  and  Moraga 
could  have  saved  at  least  $1.2  mil- 
lion over  the  life  of  one  fire  chief 's  pen- 
sioa  AB  1987  is  real  pension  reform- 
Without  AB  1987,  pension  abuses 
will  continue  and  no  one  will  be  held 
accountable. 

What  Does  AB  1987  Do? 

"Spiking  Under  AB  1987,  vacation 
pay  is  vacation.  Employees  will  no 
longer  be  able  to  accrue  years  of 
vacation  time,  annual  leave,  per- 
sonal leave,  and/or  sick  leave  and 
cash  it  all  in  at  the  end.  The  only 
thing  that  will  be  counted  is  what 
is  earned  and  payable  in  a  year. 

*EndingGolden  Handshakes:  Large 
severance  or  settlement  pay  for  a 
retiring  employee  will  no  longer  be 
calculated  into  the  pension  equation. 

*Doubl^i:>ipping  Under  AB  1987, 
employees  will  no  longer  be  able 
to  retire  on  Friday  and  be  re-hired 
on  Monday.  A  retiree  drawing  a 
pensibn  has  to  sit  out  for  at  least  6 
months  before  he  or  she  can  be 
hired  by  any  other  agency  covered 
by  the  retirement  system,  even  if 
they're  working  as  an  independent 
contractor.  If  the  retiree  wants  to 
be  re-hired,  he  or  she  has  to  come 
out  of  retirement. 

"Pension  Oversight:  Retirement 
boards  will  no  longer  rubber  stamp 
the  compensation  amounts  be- 
tween the  employer  and  the  em- 
ployee, and  for  the  first  time,  over- 
si^t  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  retirement  system.  All  retire- 
ment boards  will  have  the  power 
to  deny  intentional  spikes  or  ma- 
nipulated pension  payments.  To 
ensure  that  retirement  boards  are 
properly  reviewing  information, 
AB  1987  requires  regular  audits  and 
creates  penalties  for  inaccurate  or 
misleading  reports.
